Quarantine against Cartagena on account of smallpox.

Reports from Liverpool. 

Liverpool, England, February 8, 1902. 
Sir : I have the honor to state that for the week ended February 8, 
1902, there were reported to the Liverpool health authorities, 32 cases 
of smallpox (10 from vessels from Boston, Mass., 9 who had been in 
contact with these cases, and 3 where the source of infection has not 
been traced) ; 24 cases of enteric fever ; 96 scarlet fever ; 26 diphtheria, 
and 13 measles.
